A.wful Sufferings of the Survivors 


of the Earnmoor. 


SHE TEACHED, 


And Told the Story of Her Hus- 


band's Taking Off. 


W. A. Uoims' BesUununt. 


P»rtnj>r8 in Crime Should be Sure ol the 


frying Qualities oi Their Con- 


federates. 


EASTOM, Pa., Oct. 2'^.—The trial of 


William H. Bartholomew for the murder 
of Washington IHllard, was stopped sud- 
dealy about noon yesterday by Mrs. 
Dillard (who is charged with comp'icity 
In the murder) coming into court with 
Sheriff Miller and auaouucing her de- 
termination to toll all she knew about 
the murder of her husband; then plead- 
ing guilty to murder in the second de- 
gree and accepting sentence lu accord- 
ance with that grade of crlmo. Her 
counsel objected to this procedure, but 
tbe woman was determined iu her action 
and the court finally adjourned in order 
to allow the attorney time fur consulta- 
tion. 


Court reconvened at 2 p. m., and Mrs. 


Dillard was placed on the stand. She 
testified that she was thirty-two years 
old; lived in Bartholomew's house two 
years; was criminally intimato with him 
there and at the last place of residence. 
Her husband intended to move to Mercer 
County, and he told Bartholomew that 
they were going. Bartholomew was at 
Dillard's house the night beiora the mur- 
der. He had Dillard'a gun with him, and 
said he would take tho nipple off it and 
come to the house the next night; that he 
would ijjuke the chickens cackle, aud 
that Mrs. Dillard and her husband should 
then comn out in tho yard; that he would 
be at the big cherry troo and shoot Dil- 
lard that night Mrs. Dillard awoke her 
her husband when sha heard the noise, 
and thoy, accompanied by their son, went 
down to the yard, Dillard c;i tolling tue 
gun, which his wife handed him, and a 
lantern. 


"When we got to tho tree," Mrs. Dil- 


lard continued, "1 told him (Dillard) to 
look up iu tlie tree. 1 than hoard a noise, 
and my husband came back and foil dead 
on the porch. B-irtlmlomow wautod to 
rent the farm, and said we would all live 
together. We would not agree to that. 
He then wanted me to go West and livo 
with him. 1 said 1 would not go so lone: 
as my husband lived, i would have baen 
ten times better off if 1 had never seen 
Bartholomew." 


Here the witness broke down and bo- 


gau to cry. 


On cross-examination it was admitted 


that she was promised that her sentence 
would be changed to imprisonment for 
life if she went ou the stand. .Mrs. Dil- 
lard was theu taken back to iail and the 
trial of Bartholomew proceeded. 


Arrival of the Remnant of the Crew at 


Philadelphia — A Tale 


of Woe. 


PHILADELPHIA, Oct 
22 .-The seven 


survivors of the ill-fated steamer Earn- 
moor, which foundered at sea, September 
5, in a cyclone three hundrei miles off 
Turk's Island, while bound from Balti- 
more to Kio Janeiro, arrived here yester- 
day from New York, whither they were 
brought by th» steamer Santiago from 
Nassau. They tell a story of great suf- 
fering. 
The Earnmoor struck a terrific 


gale on September 4, which increased in 
force, and at 11:30 a. m. on the follow- 
ing day the vessel gave a lurch and 
foundered. As the steamer sank the 
port life-boat floated off from the ship 
between the funnel and the main mast, 
aud several men clung to the boat and 
scrambled in. They were the second of-- 
Scer, second and third engineers, four 
sailors, three firemen and the cook. 
An 
effort 
was made 
to save 
the 


rast of the crew and a drag was made of 
the painter, but the boat waa blown 
awavi aud the oars were wrested from 
the hands of the men. so that no one 
could bo saved. The cries of the drown- 
ing men as they ware dashed about by 
the mountainous waves were heard by 
the men in tho boat, but they could not 
be reached and had to be abando ued (o 
tholr f-ite. It was impossible to put back 
fur tliem. It was an oversight that the 
boats had not been provisioned in an- 
ticipation of the calami'y, as it would 
have saved the terrible sufferings of the 
survivors. Fortunately, the boat drif ted 


i into^he Gulf Stream and the 
air was 


warm, but this increased the intensity of 
their thirst. 


"The horrors of hunger on the second 


day became awful," said Carl Crane, one. 
of the survivors, to-day, "and it increased 
as time wore on. We managed to pick 
up sea weed m the Gulf Stream, Which 
gave us a little nutriment, and on tho 
third day a flying fish was caught. This 
was immediately cut up in a portion for 
each man aud devoured. We also capt- 
ured a sea bat and sucked itr Mood, and 
then ate the tlesh after it had dried in the 
sun. The first man to die was a seaman 
named William Kobinson, of Baltimore, 
and the seeoud was the third engineer, 
Thomas Hunt, of Philadelphia. 
One 


niEht while we were all asleep except 
a trormau fireman named Plagg, who was 
on watch, ho suddenly became insane 
and jumped overboard. We were too 
weak to save him. We were without a 
compass, and steered by the suu by day 
and the stars by night. 
Eleven vessels 


passed us—uo, wo are certain, saw us 
and deliberately left us to our fate. 
W lien throe hundred miles off Hatteras 
we wero picked up by a schooner. I can 
not describe in wo.'ds our joy at the sight 
of deliverance. We were so weak that 
we had to bo lifted upon the vessel's 
deck, aud oue of our men, Ed Johnson, a 
Norwegian,

drowned."
